‘Phe campaign to make Manitoba! 


self-sufficient in production of food- 
stuffs is expected next year to result 
in the harvesting of enough sugar 
beets to meet the de 
population. 

The campaign was stimulated by 
‘reports of sugar beet farmers and 

the local refinery that this year's 
crop of 17,000 acres would produce 
‘approximately 300,000,000 pounds of 
refined sugar. The province norm- 
ally consumes 400,000,000 to 500,000,- 
000 pounds of sugar annually. 

Farmers are. expected to plant 25,- 
000 acres to beets next year and to 
increase the average yield from this 
year’s 744 tons per acre to 12 to 14 
‘tons. The crop this year approxi- 
miated 120,000 tons. 

Experience has taught the farmers 
|that a smaller area intensively cul- 
| tivated will produce a better yield. 

A Mexican expert recently visited 
the -beet-growing. district advising 
,farmers and factory employees how 

to handle beets. | 

The provincial government plans 
to co-operate with farmers in eradi-
